On  Sunday,  March  6,  from  10  A.M.  to 
3:30  P.M. ,  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  with  the 
cooperation  of  the  New  York  Blood  Ser¬ 
vices,  a  division  of  the  Greater  New  York 
Blood  Program,  will  hold  its  First  BLOOD 
DRIVE  at  the  synagogue. 

The  continuing  need  for  blood  is  great. 
Anyone  from  the  age  of  17  to  66,  in  good 
health  and  weighing  a  minimum  of  110 
pounds,  can  donate  blood. 

Medical  technology  now  provides  the 
know-how  to  divide  blood  into  five  com¬ 
ponents  so  that  a  donation  of  one  pint  of 
blood  may  benefit  five  people.  Each  compo¬ 
nent  can  be  used  to  treat  a  different  ailment. 
V)ne  donation  might  be  used  in  the  following 
way:  red  cells  for  acute  anemics,  white  cells 
and  platelets  for  chemotherapy  patients 
whose  own  cells  are  destroyed  by  their  treat¬ 
ment,  plasma  for  burn  victims,  cryoprecipi- 
tate  for  hemophiliacs  whose  own  blood  lacks 
the  clotting  ability. 

Blood  is  very  perishable.  Red  blood  cells 
can  be  stored  for  35  days,  but  white  cells  for 
only  24  hours.  The  only  way  to  insure  an 
adequate  supply  is  to  be  sure  of  a  constant 
daily  source  of  donors. 

Each  and  every  donation  is  as  valuable  as 
life  itself.  Yet  the  giving  of  such  a  precious 
commodity  is  a  very  simple  and  painless  act.

Dr.  David  Roskies  is  Assistant  Professor 
in  Jewish  Literature  at  the  Jewish  Theolog¬ 
ical  Seminary  of  America  and  co-founder 
and  co-editor  of  Prooftexts:  A  Journal  of 
Jewish  Literary  History.  He  is  the  author  of 
Night  words:  A  Midrash  on  the  Holocaust 
and  is  currently  completing  a  book  on  Jewish 
literary  responses  to  catastrophe.  He  serves 
as  moderator  of  the  series  and  will  lecture  on 
two  evenings:  on  February  22  he  will  speak 
on  “From  Dirges  to  Songs  of  Defiance”  and 
on  March  22  he  will  address  the  topic  “Im¬ 
ages  of  Destruction:  Jewish  Catastrophe 
Made  Universal”. 

Dr.  Jack  Kugelmass  is  an  anthropologist 
studying  a  unique  genre  of  literature  at  the 
Yivo  Institute:  Yizkorbuch.  These  memorial 
books  were  written  by  survivors  of  the  Holo¬ 
caust  in  order  to  preserve  the  memory  of 
their  towns  which  no  longer  exist.  He  will 
lecture  on  March  8  on  “Rituals  of  Mourn¬ 
ing:  The  Compilation  of  Memorial  Books  by 
Holocaust  Survivors”.  Dr.  Kugelmass 
received  his  A.B.  degree  in  Anthropology 
from  McGill  University  and  his  Masters  and 
Ph.D.  degrees  from  the  Graduate  Faculty  of 
the  New  School  for  Social  Research. 

Dr.  Ivan  Marcus  is  Associate  Professor  of 
Jewish  History  and  formerly  academic  dean 
of  the  Seminary  College  of  Jewish  Studies  at 
the  Jewish  Theological  Seminary  of 
America.  He  was  the  first  recipient  of  a 
Ph.D.  degree  in  Jewish  history  from  the 
Seminary’s  new  Graduate  School  in  1975. 
He  is  well  versed  in  medieval  Jewish 
philosophy  and  history  and  an  expert  in  the 
period  of  the  Crusades.  Dr.  Marcus  will 
deliver  a  lecture  on  March  first  on  “From 
Politics  to  Martyrdom:  Jewish  Response  to 
the  First  Crusade”. 

Dr.  Yael  Zerubavel  is  currently  the  Assis¬ 
tant  Director  of  the  Center  for  Jewish 
Studies  of  the  Graduate  Center  of  CUNY 
and  the  Vice  President  of  the  New  York 
Folklore  Society.  She  received  her  A.B. 
degree  from  Tel  Aviv  University  in  History 
and  her  Ph.D.  degree  from  the  Department 
of  Folklore  and  Folklife  at  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania.  She  has  taught  courses  on 
Jewish  folklore  at  Queens  College  and  at 
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Schedule  of  Religious  Services

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The  Purim  Clown 

For  years,  many  of  us  went  to  the  circus 
hoping  to  see  one  special  clown.  He  had 
oversized  shoes,  a  hobo’s  clothes  and  a  sad 
face,  and  he  would  sweep  a  beam  of  light 
with  a  broom,  though  the  light  always  seem¬ 
ed  to  run  away.  Other  clowns  brought  peals 
of  laughter.  This  clown  brought  laughter 
too,  but  of  a  different  kind.  Though  he 
never  had  the  name,  I  think  of  him  as  the 
true  Purim  Clown,  for  he  represented 
laughter  which  is  bittersweet. 

That  is  the  Purim  laugh  —  bittersweet. 
How  much  fun  it  is  to  see  clowns  in  the 
Synagogue  on  Purim,  to  laugh,  to  eat 
hamantaschen,  to  take  part  in  festivities.  But 
think  —  Haman  tried  to  destroy  the  Jews  of 
Persia.  What  do  Jews  do  to  remember  their 
deliverance?  Laugh. 

Have  you  seen  The  Big  Book  of  Jewish 
Humor  by  Waldachs  and  Novak?  It  is  a  fine 
book,  filled  with  Jewish  jokes.  Much  of  it  is 
very  funny,  very  silly,  and  much  of  it  is 
characteristically  bittersweet.  Freud 
wondered  about  Jewish  humor.  Others  have 
wondered  what  makes  a  story  by  Sholom 
Aleichem  so  absolutely  irresistible. 

Laughter  in  response  to  sadness.  It  doesn’t 
always  work,  but  when  it  does  —  what  a 
powerful  tool.  Just  like  that  clown  in  search 
of  the  moving  light  as  he  sweeps  along.  Will 
he  ever  succeed?  How  can  he  go  on  without 
succumbing  to  despair?  He  induces  a 
chuckle  and  a  dose  of  bittersweet  laughter. 
You  just  have  to  laugh,  and  that  is  very  good 
for  Purim  or  for  any  time.

About  The  Library 

The  Rothschild  Library,  located  on  the  se¬ 
cond  floor  of  the  new  building,  has  a  collec¬ 
tion  of  approximately  2500  books  on  a  wide 
range  of  Jewish  topics.  The  collection  con¬ 
sists  of  two  sections:  the  adult  library  and  the 
junior  library. 

The  adult  library  is  the  larger  of  the  two 
collections  and  ranges  in  subject  matter  from 
Jewish  thought  and  Jewish  arts  to  Jewish 
and  Israeli  history  and  literature.  It  includes 
both  scholarly  and  popular  works.  For  ex¬ 
ample:  9  1/2  Mystics  by  Herbert  Weiner, 
Understanding  Exodus  by  Moshe  Green¬ 
berg,  Israeli  Women  by  Leslie  Hazleton  and 
The  Chosen  by  Chaim  Potok.  The  Library 
has  complete  sets  of  classical  Jewish  texts: 
The  Bible,  The  Mishnah,  The  Talmud,  The 
Zohar,  The  Shulhan  Arukh,  as  well  as  a 
special  section  devoted  to  the  writings  of 
Rabbi  Milton  Steinberg. 

The  subject  matter  of  the  books  found  in 
the  junior  library  section  range  from  Jewish 
holidays  and  festivals  to  Jewish  history  and 
novels.  For  example:  Jews  At  A  Glance  by 
Mac  Davis,  The  Adventures  of  Gluckel  of 
Hamelin  by  Bea  Stadtler  and  About  The

Seminary  Offers  Counseling  For 
Adolescents  and  Young  Adults 

The  Brand  Foundation  Institute  is  a  non¬ 
profit,  non-sectarian  counseling  service 
operating  under  the  auspices  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Pastoral  Psychiatry  of  the  Jewish 
Theological  Seminary  of  America.  Its  ser¬ 
vices  are  devoted  to  the  problems  of  young 
people.  Its  staff  offers  help,  hope  and  clarity 
to  young  people  experiencing  difficulty  in 
coping  with  problems  of  maturation,  family 
strife  and  personal  confusion. 

Counseling  services  are  offered  by  rab¬ 
binic  counselors,  with  the  collaboration  of 
psychiatric  consultants  and  social  workers. 
They  are  trained  to  listen  and  to  help  the 
young  individual  to  understand  his  or  her 
personal  crises  over  goals,  self-image,  sense 
of  security  and  self-esteem,  or  problems  in 
living  and  working  with  family  members, 
teachers,  employers  and  peers. 

The  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Institute  is 
chaired  by  Nathan  B.  Kogan,  a  member  of 
the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue.  Mrs.  Marjorie 
Kogan  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Visitors.

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CLUB  87: 

Profile  of  A  Success 

Founded  last  April  by  four  young  Jewish 
singles,  with  the  help  of  Rabbi  Harlan 
Wechsler,  Club  87,  the  newest  group  in  the 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue  family,  finds  itself 
an  unqualified  success.  Now  chaired  by  two 
medical  students,  with  the  help  of  young 
people  from  the  worlds  of  entertainment, 
business  and  medicine,  their  functions  at¬ 
tract  Jewish  singles  from  these  worlds  as  well 
as  from  education,  law,  sales,  literature, 
politics,  science  and  the  arts. 

Thus  far  Club  87  has  held  seven  Coffee 
Houses,  each  one  better  attended  than  the 
last.  These  evenings  feature  food  and  drink 
which  change  from  month  to  month  and 
season  to  season,  music  generally  soft  and 
mellow  for  easy  listening  and  an  ambiance 
conducive  to  the  meeting  of  new  friends  and 
talking  with  them.  All  this  for  a  nominal  ad¬ 
mission  fee  of  three  dollars.  There  is  a  Cof¬ 
fee  House  scheduled  for  the  second  Wednes¬ 
day  of  each  month  from  now  until  June  at 
the  synagogue. 

The  basic  goal  of  the  group  is  to  provide 
an  alternative  to  the  large,  loud  and  imper¬ 
sonal  bar  and  disco  ‘scene’.  The  organizers 
try  to  provide  a  pleasant  and  informal  at¬ 
mosphere  in  which  young,  single  Jews  living 
and  working  in  the  New  York  metropolitan 
area  can  meet.  All  events  are  planned  and 
run  entirely  by  the  Planning  Committee  of 
Club  87  which  is  made  up  of  young  Jewish 
singles. 

Other  events  are  in  the  planning  stage:  a 
Sunday  Brunch  with  a  speaker,  a  Film 
screening,  a  dance,  to  name  just  a  few  ideas. 

Greater  than  90%  of  Club  87’s  mailing  list 
is  made  up  of  singles  who  are  not  affiliated 
with  the  synagogue  except  through  Club  87. 
In  order  to  bring  a  change  downward  of  this 
statistic,  the  congregation  must  help.  If  you 
have  a  son  or  daughter,  niece  or  nephew, 
grandson  or  granddaughter  who  is  between 
the  ages  of  21  and  31  and  single,  tell  them 
about  Club  87.

Geulah  Lipsky  is  a  young  mother  who 
lives  in  Kiryat  Shemona,  Israel,  a  town  that 
was  under  the  PLO’s  guns  for  14  years.  The 
area  was  shelled,  killing  many  civilians;  chil¬ 
dren  spent  much  of  their  brief  lives  in  air¬ 
raid  shelters. 

The  people  of  the  town  —  immigrants 
who  came  to  Israel  from  lands  of  persecution 
to  start  anew  —  have  suffered  more  than 
their  share  of  psychological  scars,  and  en¬ 
dured  largely  through  the  help  of  psycholo¬ 
gists  and  social  workers. 

“Now,”  Geulah  says,  “after  Operation 
Peace  of  Galilee,  we  feel  like  a  big  stone  has 
been  lifted  from  our  shoulders.  We  can  come 
out  of  the  holes  in  the  ground  and  live  like 
real  people.  All  of  our  energies,  our 
resources,  our  money,  can  be  directed  now 
to  building  community  centers,  better 
schools,  improved  playgrounds  ...  to  mak¬ 
ing  life  better  for  all  of  us.  Thank  God  for 
peace!” 

But  peace  alone  cannot  solve  the  problems 
of  Kiryat  Shemona  or  make  realities  out  of 
hopes.  The  government  of  Israel  no  longer 
has  the  funds  to  sustain  vital  social  services. 

The  people  of  Kiryat  Shemona  and  others 
in  need  in  Israel,  33  other  countries  and  New 
York  can  be  helped  through  the  programs 
supported  by  the  UJA-Federation  Campaign 
and  the  one-time  Israel  Emergency  Fund. 
For  all  of  these  people  ...  we  hold  the  key.
